one pro-rating the appropriations 
to the counties of the state, when 
most of our counties have little, if 
any, importance of military value. 
Valuable equipment, locked up in 
58 counties, out of reach in an 
emergency would be useless, and 
to appropriate funds to counties 
just because they happen: to be 
political subdivisions of the state 
is wholly unsound. 

“To follow a program of politi- 
cal patronage at a time when our 
nation is facing the gravést crisis 
of its history is so unsound that I 
feel certain when the legislature 
is acquainted with the real situa- 
tion that confronts this nation and 
the sacrifices we must make to 
win this war, the members of the 
legislature and the state adminis- 
tration will say to the counties of 
the state that if they are unwill- 
ing to assume their responsibilities 
we should abolish county govern- 
ment. 

“We are willing to assume our 
responsibility. We are not mak- 
ing any demands upon the legis- 
lature because under the Emer- 
gency Declaration we have the 
authority to organize and coor- 
dinate the civilian defense pro- 
gram which we consider adequate 
to meet our requirements.”
